REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an Examinees statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
An Information Disclosure Statement filed May 22, 2003, Paper No. 17, is acknowledged 
and has been reviewed. 

Claims 1-62 remain under consideration. 

In the last Office Action claims 1-3, 8-32 and 51-62 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 as 
being unpatentable over Fryer, M. J., Nutritional Neuroscience . It was asserted Fryer teaches the 
administration of tocopherols for the treatment of both neuronal damage and cerebral ischemic 
conditions. Gamma-tocopherol is disclosed to be far superior to alpha tocopherol in the 
detoxification of peroxynitrite, an inflammatory nitrogen oxide that induces lipid peroxidation, and 
is a retrograde messenger generated in post-synaptic neurons. 

Applicants argue Fryer does not suggest that the disclosed biochemical activity is 
predictive of efficacy in vivo, or, of efficacy in reducing neuronal damage related to a cerebral 
ischemic condition in a mammal. 



Although itu^fthe Examiner's position that Fryer provides initial motivation to one skilled 
in the art to modify the teaching of the reference and administer gamma tocopherol in place of 
alpha tocopherol with a reasonable expectation of success in the treatment of ischemia-induced 
neuronal damage, all claim limitations are not taught or suggested. Further, conflicting or 
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equivocal results are shown with respect to concentrations and efficiency of gamma tocopherol. 
Accordingly, the rejection of record under 35 U.S.C. 103 is withdrawn. 

Claims 1-62 are allowed in view of the contemporary knowledge of the art.
